DRE, ABMSTRONG’S CASE. 


He Demands an Ecclesiastical Trial, Which 
Will Doubtiess Be Had, 

Dr. J, G. Armstrong,rector of St.Philip’s church, 
some time ago requested Bishop Beckwith to order 
an official investigation into the charges made 
against him. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Armstrong was 
unanimously sustained by his vestry. A commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Boylston, Fitten and 
Gay, went to Cincinnati immediately after the 
dispatches, whicn were sent to THE CoNSTSTUTION, 
were shown to them. 

They remained in Cincinnati a day or two and 
made a thorough investigation. Upon their re- 
turn they reported to the vestry. The vestry 
unanimously reported to the church that they had 
found nothing to forfeit their esteem and respect 
for and confidence in their beloved pastor. This 
action{ of the vestry was accepted by the church 
and the public at large as conclusive. The day of 
its publication was communion Sunday. The 
largest cor gregation of the year greeted Dr, Arm-~ 
strong, and his people without exception, includ- 
ing the bishop of his diocese, took the sacred com- 
munion from his hands, Sincethen his congrega- 
tiors have been larger than eyer, and new life 
seems to haye been given to the church, 

DR, ARMSTRONG ASKS FOR AN INVESTIGATION. 

In spite of all this Dr, Armstrong was not sate 
isfled. He felt that it was due tothe church no 
less than{himeel! thatafall and exhaustib!e official 
investigation of the matter should be had, and he 
requested this. Steps have already been taken to 
bring this investigation about, and it will un- 
questionably be made, 

The following is the 

PROCEDURE OF A CHURCH TRIAL 
when‘charges are preferred against a minister of 
the hpiscopal church: They must be formulated 
by three accusers, These accusers detail their 
charges and go before the standing committee of 
the diocese, which stands to the church in the at- 
titude of agrand jury. This committee is made 
up of three laymen and three clergymen. 

The standing committee upon hearing the 
charges through, either dismiss them, which isa 
very unusual thing, as both sides usually want an 
investigation, or they make a true bill, to adopta 
legal phrase, which is then tried by a court, 

This couitis made up of five clergymen of the 
dioccse, Who are selected as follows: The whole 
listoiclergymen istaken tothe bishop and the 
accused minister. The bishop strikes one name, 
the minister strikes another, and so on alternately 
untilobly five names are left unstricken. The 


| five clergymen whose names are thus left consti- 


tute the court. 

The accused minister is allowed a lawyer, who 
to ust, however, have been a membcr of the Eplis- 
copal church for five years. The bishop appoints 
another lawyerof the same qualifications, who 
representsthe church. The court upon assembling 
makesitsownv rules,andto theserules all who 
are interested must conform. 

The trial occurs any time after ninety days have 
elapsed from the date of the true bill. 

AS TO THIS §PECIAL CASE, 

Itis not yetascertained who Dr. Armstrong’s 
eccusers Will be, It is preeumed that his friends 
will make up the accusation, if it does not come 
from other sources, s0 that an investigation may 
beforced, Thestauding committee of this dio: 
cese is as follows: 

Ciergymen—Mr. Boone, of Savannah, Mr. Weed, 
of Augusta, and Mr. Winchester, of Macon. 

Laymen—Merers. 7. D. Harrison, Thomas E, 
Walker, and L. N. Whittle. This committee will 
meetin Atlanta, on Thursday next. Besides its 
power o/ making a presentment against the ac. 
cused, it has the right to advise the bishop to 
suspend the accused pending the course ol! the 
trial, Iitia presumed of course that this right 
will not be exercised in thie case, as Dr. Arm- 
strong bas the unanimous ard unqualified sup- 
port of bis vestry and the unstinted love and con- 
fidence of his people. 

Upon‘ the preeentment of a true bill by the stand- 
ing commitice on Thursday next, the trial will 
then occur alter a lapse of ninety Gays. The friends 
of Dr. Armstrong have secured Mr. Hoke Smith, 
who will represent him before the ecclesiastical 
court. The bishop, of course, wi)l make no selec- 
tion until formal action is taken by the standing 
committee. 

Dr, Armetronvg’s friendscongratulate him upon 
the course be has taken. They look with absoluts 
confidence to the final resuit,and their only regret 
appears to be that three months must elapse before 
that resultcan beofliicially ascertained and de 
clared, 
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What the Commission Has Doze, 
ATLANTA, Ga., September 28,—[Special, |}—Feel- 
ing agreat interestin the same, asan humble 
employe of one of the railroads, I respectfully beg 
to say a word in regard to the bill now before the 
legislature in regard to the powers of the railroad 
comission. 

Since the railroad commission has been in force 
it has, instcad of being a benefit to the people of 
Georgia, proved to be the reverse, and has been 
a great calamity. Itcan be successfully shown 
that since this commission has been in force there 
hes been a loss of $2,0000 a year to the 
pcopie of Georgia. The low rates on 
provisions and merchandise has Te- 
rulted in some benefit to the large 
merchant, but has never reduced the price of 
these articles one cent tothe consumers. In con- 
sequence of the low rates of freight fixed by the 
COWmisrsion, from which decision there is no 
appeal, the rai'roads bave been going down from 
yearto year, until they are all onthe verge of 
papier es The only way they have been able 
to run st el! bas been to reduce the wages of their 
eiployes. The reduction in wages of all em.« 
poyes of railroads in Georgia ie from 15 to 20 per 
cent from their monthiy wages, Even the labor- 
ipg hanos who work about depots and on the 
track, who iormerly received $1 per day, now re- 
ceive only 80 cents. This same reduction 
extends to all employes. Before this reduc. 
ticn the wages were low enough, but the amounts 
received now are only a bare subsistence 

This is not so in other states, where there is no 

railroad commissions, and where the railroads 
receive a fair compensation for the work perform- 
ed by them. 
_ The relief asked from the present legislatre is a 
just and moderate one, and will do much towards 
restoring a better state of affairs. The bill has 
passed the scnate and should promptly go through 
the house. 

The parties that oppose the present bill, backed 
by afew cheap newspapers, have not investigated 
the matter, butare only making their wartare 
only Lo get “ little “bun- 
combe”’ for themselves The measure 
stked for will be a benefit to the masses of people 
of Georgia, who sre now struggling under a load 
of debt, and will also benetit the poor railroad 
employes. It cannot work hurt to anybody, and 
for God’s take, gentiemed, stop and consider, and 
let inis bill go through the house with your 
upvenimous vote, and without any more “bun- 
combe’’ speeches on the subject, The poor people 
sre watchinga great many of the gentlemen of 
the Jegislatnre, endif you refuse this relief asked 
foreo upanimeu:ly, they will hear from them and 
their wives snd children very soon. Thecry will 
come from all pertsof the state in no uncertain 
tones, and you who oopoee this bill and your pos- 
terity will bave the biame to bear of the misery 
end rufler:sng you have put on the masses of the 
poor people of Georgia by your buncombe and 
mistaken legislation.

General Gossip and Editorial Short Stops 
Caught on the Kan, 

Two young men are running for governor of the 
state of New York. Ira Davenport, the republican 
candidate, is forty four years old, and David B 
Hill is three years younger. One was born in the 
then little town of Hornelisyville, and the other in 
the neighboring and still smaller town of Havan- 
na, Both were country boys, bern withina few 
miles of each other; but at that point the mutu- 
ality of circumstances and Careers ceases, although 
they continued to reside and still reside in adjoin- 
irg counties in western New York, 

The story of divergence is quickly to.d; one was 
born rich, and the other poor. The boy born rich 
took to republicanism as naturally as a duek to 
water, while Daye Hill, born poor, struggled on 
and gladly accepted the party of the people, The 
reader who thinks these destinctions strained or 
demagogical bas but tostudy the politics of any 
eastern or middle state during the past quarter of 
a century, to ascertain that they are just and 
natural, 


Lavenport’s father was not rich however when 
he moved to Hornelisville from one of the Hud- 
son river counties: but he was a born trader, and 
he carried with him astock of goods. This was 
in 1815. The country was pew, very new. There 
were Indians allabout, and the elder Daver- 
port kept a general store ovor thirty years, buy- 
ing first the skins of beaver, mink, bear, deer and 
other animals of the forests, and later on bare 
teriug goods forsuch produce as the soil would 
yield, or exchanging them for the 
money brought back by numerous lumbermen 
who guided rafts down the widening streams to 
tidewater. Hegrewrich, asthe times and places 
were, and immediately invested his gains in lands 
of{thecounty. Thencame theera of ratlroads; 
the Jands rose repicly in value, oftentimes becom: 
ing worth athousand times morethan the pur- 
chase price; the old stosekeeper and trader, 
about whose frugality and economya thousand 
stories are told, died, leaying two boys who were 
at once accounted millionaires, This was about 
twenty five years aco, 

Ira, the younger of the two,was then-e! age, His 
practical old father, instead of giving him a clas- 
sical eCucation, put him behind the counterofa 
nephew, who kept a general store in Hornells- 
ville, and there he stayed close up to the death of 
his father, dealing out all sorts of goods from cali- 
co and brown sugar to cut nails and Perry Davis's 
Pain Killer. The father’s inten- 
Aion of training up A business 
man in the old fashioned way was frustrated, 
however, by the former's death. Young Ira kept 
his share of the property carefully invested where 
it would give him the smallest smount of treuble, 
and took to travel, leisurely ways and club life in 
New York. The gulf between Ira Davenport, a 
member of the Union League club, and the ex: 
cellent but close fisted old trader of Hornelisville, 
his father, can be better imagined than described, 

Ira Davenport’s introduction to active politics 
was wholly accidental. E‘ght years ago, in the 
course Of a life of ease, he‘happened to be at Sara- 
toga when astate convention of the republican 
party was in session, There were present abouta 
dozen delegates from the Hornelisville senatorial 
district, and the dozen were much more 
exercised over a future standard-bearer in 
their senatorial district tham over the 
places of thestate ticket. They met Ira Dayen- 
port, whom some ofthem knew personally, and 
all Knew on account of his wealth; and he proved 
s0 unexpectedly genial over the popping of corks 
that it was then and there determined to ask him 
to lead the forlorn hope im the home district. The 
district had long been good for about 3,000 repub- 
lican majority, but George B. Bradley, a democrat, 
and pow a judge of the supreme court 
oi the state, bad carried it once, 
and was again f candidate, 
Thirgs looked blue on the republican side of the 
heute; but as Ira Davenport had nothing else to 
do 4u4 nothing to lose by running, he accepted 
the nomination, supplied the needful amonnt of 
fifthy lucre, and was elected. He was re-elected, 
and in 1881 was elected comptroller, but when he 
came up for re-election in 1883 he was defeated by 
over 15,000. votes. But it was an “off” year for 
republicans, Last year he was elected to congress, 
Before he could take his seat he was nominated 
for governor, 


Even the best friends of the genial and generous 
Hornelisyille boy will not claim that such a sud- 
den rise in politics was dueto great capacity for 
public affairs, or great skill in the difficult art of 
hardiing men. Mr. Davenport is not a politician 
at all, and probably retains his former contempt 
for professional politicians. But he is rich,a 
bachelor, and power is his amusement. He buys it 
az hedoes aseat inatheater. The republicans 
need money this ycar. They cannot assess the 
federal cflice holders; the capitalists are to a great 
extent apathetic or mugwumps; and se they have 
put two rich young men- Davenport and Wads-» 
worth—on their ticket, with enough of the old 
s0ldier element thrown in to disguise its real na- 
ture, Itissale to say thet Davenport and Wad« 
worth will between them contribate 
probably a round $100,000 to the state cam- 
paign fund, As there is no one else to assess, these 
two young men of inheritec wealth will be ex- 
pected to foot the bills. To insure even an ap- 
proach tosuccess the bills will be heavy, for the 
state is imperial in ail its methods. 


Pitted against the Union League club and the 
rich yourg men, stands David B. Hill, the 
democratic candidate. He is neither rich nor 
Jove like. Heis uo morea Daniel Webster than 
hisopponent. It is nota Websterian year in New 
York, But Hillis a man of the people. He at- 
tended the public schools of his native town, and 
then went to E)mira, a near at-hand city, tostudy 
law. It wasa time of study and work with him; 
for there was no fund to draw upon to meet cur- 
rehntexpenses. Whateyer David Bennet Hill has 
achicved is due to his own right arm and his owa 
Clear brain. From ithe outset in Elmira he 
mingled politics with law, but £0 
regular were his babits, so great his capacity for 
work, that he was successful in both trades. 
He soon became a good jury lawyer, often trying 
Capital cases, and when he was twenty-five years 
old he was sent to the legislature. In 1881 he car- 
ried his ward, which had before been strongly re- 
publican, and become an alderman of his adopted 
city, end next year he was elected mayor, It was 
a gocd year for mayors. Whenthe state conyen- 
tion met in 1882, Grover Cleveland, mayor of 
Buif2)o, wes nominated for governor, and David 
B. Hi}J, mayor of Elmira, for lieutenant governor. 
It was aleo a tidal year, Mr, Cleveland’s ma. 
jority was immense, but Dave Hill's was im- 
menpser. It was 4,C00 larger than Mr. Cleveland’s. 


Why is it bachelors areso much preferred in 
New York politics? Did Mr. Tilden set the fash- 
ion? Not only is the president a bachelor, but se 
are both Mr, Davenport and Mr. Hill. Neithera 
full purse nor an empty one seems to have much 
to do with it, for Tilden and Davenport are rich, 
while Cleveland and Hillare poor. The modera 
politician seems in truth to incline more to 
club than te home life. 


But which of the two, Hill or Davenport, will 
win? Itisa hard question. The truth is, there 
has not of late lived a man, no matter what his 
position in the campaign, who could accurately 
and intelligently tell how New York would go. 


Ass rule the man who held the footings of the 
latest Canvass wes widest of the truth, 


Hill certainly has the best chance. In the first 
place he is an excellent politician. If there is a 
better one in the state it is Samuel J. Tilden. Da- 
ven port is surrounded by good manegers, but he 
is himeelf a baby in the political trade alongside 
of his opponent. Then, again, Hill is in favor 
among the workingmen of the state. He steadily 
favyered the measure forbidding the employment 
of convicts in competition with honest industry.

Atlanta has already 
seen the great advantages of delightful subur- 
banjtowns, and Decatur, Kirkwood and Edge- 
wood will not long be without thrifty rivals. 

Lucy Stone compiained that “idiots, pau- 
pers and women” could not vote. Shecan 
now find a companion piece in the signs in 
Boston hallways: °‘Tramps, beggars and ped- 
dlers not allowed in this building.” If women 
object to being classed with idiots and pau- 
pers, so an honest, respectable peddler might 
object to being classed with tramps and beg- 
gars. 

But women in Massachusetts, as well as 
some other states, are allowed to vote for 
echcol officers, and just now the subject is 
creating unusual discussion and attracting 
considerable attention. The women of the 
Roman Catholic church are preparing in some 
places to vote, and this fact has created much 
alerm on the part of the Protestant female 
voters. Likethe republicans with their ne- 
gro voters, the female suffragist seem to feel 
that they may get a ‘‘white elephant” on 
their hanas. 

And this reminds me that Fred Douglass 
and his white wife have been visiting New 
England. He could not have married her for 
beauty, and I think bothofthem now réalize 
thatthey made a great mistake. Douglass is 
gocd looking, smart and rich, and could have 
taken his pick of the beat of his own race. 

There is gocd thing about the male and fe- 
male setudente in New England. They are 
not afraid to work. Instead of depending 
upon their parents for an education or spend- 
ing their vacation inidlenessif they can’t 
“gveta school,” they “put out” in search of 
any honorable work that will help to swoll 
their funds for the nextterm. At nearly all 
the mountain and seaside summer re- 
sorts these students can be found 
employed as waiters, porters, chambermaicds, 
&c., and they appear to elevate their positions 
sufficiently to winthe respectof the guests 
and the confidence of their employers. A 
very pretty and accomplished young lady 
student, with gold-bowed eye-glasses, waited 
on our table at the Crawtord house, and I no- 
ticed several young men from Harvard college 
serving a8 waiters.

The Portland Press very point- 
ecly cleims that as the Jaw makes noexception 
in favor of female murderers the governor aud 
council should not assume > & responsi- 
bility. If itisrightto har .man for mur- 
der there seems to ba no reason why & woman 
should not suffer the like fate for the same 
terrible crime.

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THE GENESTA WINS. 


—_———— 
The Cape May Challenge Cup Won by the 
: : English Ship. 

New York, September 28.—The Cape May 
challenge cup, presented by James Gordon 
Bennett in 1872, will also go to England as one 
of the Genesta prizes. The Genesta, in this 
race, won perhaps her easiest victory, by 
again beating the schooner Dauntless, this 
time in arun from Sandy Hook around Cape 
May —w and return. The Genesta had 
the lead _ at the start, and 
pluckily kept it throughout the race. The 
starting eignal was givena few minutes be- 
fore 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and at 6 
o’clock the Genesta was three miles ahead of 
the Dauntless. The winds were moderate 
throughout the night, alternately from calms 
to brisk breezes with an occasionally lively 
puff, At 3:25 23 Sunday after- 
noon, the five fathom bank 
lightship off Cape May was rounded by the 
Genesta. She had completed half the distance 
in 23 hours, 38 minutes and 8 seconds, About 
5p.m. Sunday, the northeast end of the 
lightship was passed, and a few minutes later 
the schooner Dauntless was descerned about 
five miles northeast of the lightship. She was 
bearing down under full canvass, save that in 
— of her foretop sail she had the main 

p stay sail and her foretop mast had 
gone by the board. It was 
not knowz how the Dauntless came to lose her 
topmast, but it was supposed in carrying the 
balloon topsail a gust of wind snapped it off, 
it having probably been previously weakene:|! 
by the storm she encountered in the Brenton’s 
reef race. She was skimming along at a 
rapid gait, and the slight disaster » # met 
with did not appear to hamper 
hor progress. It is estimated that 
she was then between twenty-eight and thirty 
miles behind the Genesta. ‘The latter had the 
wind fair with all her canvass set and her 
spinnaker extended. Sunday evening the 
Genesta was again becalmed, and at other 
times the wind was light. At 10:11.15 this 
forencon the Genesta rounded Sandy Hook 
lightship» Her official time of race was 42 
hours 14 minutes and 55 seconds, and her 
actual time was 42 hours 14 minutes and 40 
seconds. J. Beaver Webb was in charge of 
the cutter in the Cape May race, Sir Richard 
Sutton having geneto England. The Daunt- 
less was expected to arrive at Sandy Hook 
lightship about four o’clock. The yachtsmen

WINSLOW, THE FORGES. 


Hew the Ex Boston Swindler Prospors in 
South America, 

Buenos Ayres Letter to Boston Herald. 

_D. Warren Lowe, alias Winslow, the Boston 
forger, came here from England about nine 
years ago, and, after engaging in various 
small enterprises, became connected with the 
English newspaper as a reporter and adver- 
tising solicitor. His well known energy and 
ability seon began to tell, and he secured con- 
trol of the Herald, which was then a weekly. 
It was soon published twice a week, and 
during the last three years it has been a 
daily, with a large subscription 
list and advertising patronage. 
He also has a job office, which enjoys a iarge 
a age and is a lucrative source of revenue. 

e owns a fine business block and a residence, 
and is making money outof his paper and 
orinting establishment, but has neglected it of 

ate to engage in some speculative enterprise 

of magnificent dimensions, but doubtful pros- 
pect. Whenhecame to Buenos Ayres he 
was cordially received by the American colo- 
ny and citizens generally, and soon succeeded 
in acquiring the confidence and respect ofthe 
people. {fis manners were agrecadlie, 
andhis energy and ability gave him 
a leading position. He said 
very little about himself, and no one cared 
to inquire into his antecedents or impeach his 
reputation. One day an officer from the man- 
of-war Nipsic, which was lying in the harbor, 
met Mr. D. Warren Lowe ata dinner party, 
end recognized inhim Winslow, the Boston 
forger and fugitive, whom he had formerly 
known in the naval service when Wiaslow 
was a chaplain. The latter did not deny his 
identity, but begged the officer notto “give 
him away,” as he wag endeavoring to lead an 
honorable life and deserve the respect of his 
acquaintances. The secret leaked out, how- 
ever, and Winslow was cut by some of his 
former friends; but his trankness and appar- 
ent determination to behave properly soor 
restored him to their confidence. He has never 
publicly acknowledged his past record, and 
the newspapers of Buenos Ayres have gener- 
ally excluded all reference te it from their 
columns. Although he has engaged in some 
bitter controversies with them heis very 
caretul about bis movements, and cannot be 
persuaded under any circumstances to 
go on board of a United States man- 
oi-war or any other vessel carrying the 
stars and stripes. Several times detectives 
have been here planning for his capture, but 
ke has been shrewd enough to escape their 
clutches. Only once has he been out of the 
country, and that was when he went to EKu- 
rope to get married. This marriage cost him 
his social position, and 1s the only act he has 
committed during his residence in Argentine 
that is discreditable to him. One day his 
paper contained a notice of the death of his 
‘‘beloved wife” in the United States,and he at 
once put put on widower’s weeds, refusing so- 
cial invitations and recognizing every rule of 
mourning etiquette. Afterthe usual period 
of mourning was over Mr. Lowe disappeared 
trom his usual haunts for three months, and 
when he returned had alady with him, who 
was introduced as his bride and quite cor- 
dially receiyed by his friends in Buenos 
Ayres, She appeared to bea woman of no 
social accomplishments, but of modest de- 
meanor, and while in no way his equal has 
been a true wifeand mother. When it was 
subsequently learned that his first wife was 
still livingand undivoreced, Mr. Lowe was 
no longer socially recognized in Buenos 
Ayres, but the second Mrs. Lowe is consid- 
ered guiltloss, as she is understood to hav¢ 
been convinced and still believes that he 
was a genuine widower. 

Nothing will shake her confidence mm him 
ard the neighbors cannot but admire her 
faith and devotion. Winslow explained that 
be received forme! notice of the death of his 
wife in Massachusetts, paid her funeral ex- 
penses and the fees of the attorney who set- 
tied her affairs, and insists that the lady who 
claime to be the first Mrs. Winslow is an im- 
poster, but she has established her identity 
to the satisfaction of the United States consul 
here, with whom she and her friends have 
bad considerable correspondence. Several 
Americens residing in Buenos Ayres have 
met her in Boston also and have given 
Winslow no reason to suppose that they be- 
lieve him guilty of anything less than biga- 
my. The woman he is living with now is the 
dsughter of a boarding house keeper in Lon- 
don, with whom he had rooms during his stay 
in that city. : 

Real estate speculations are now engaging 
more of Mr. Lowe’s time than his newspaper, 
and he has entered upon them to such 
an extent that ple predict a repeti- 
tion of the crisis which ended his 
career in Boston. He is erecting #@ 
lerge number of city houses on borrowed 
money, and has a tract of 400,000 acres of wild 
lend in the southern t of the province 
which he is trying to colonize, His credit has 
been good until recently, but the banks will 
no longer discount his paper, and at last re- 
ports he was in a tight place. He cannot 
complain of the treatment he has received 
frcm the people of Argentine, as they recog- 
nized him es a gentleman until the facts of 
bis second marriage were disclosed, aud gave 
him every opportunity to commence life anew.
